Senate Decides to 


Concur In His 


Removal. 


(From Wednesday's Dally.) 


But one more duty remains for the 


senate, and that la to confirm the ap- 
pointments which, it is expected, will be 
submitted to the body this morning. 
The first stage of the business has been 
carried through, the creating of va- 
cancies In the offices where the Gover- 
nor found it advisable to ask for a 
clear field. This was done yesterday 
afternoon when, by a vote of 8 to 4, the 
senate declared vacant the office of J. 
H. Boyd. Later, upon notification of 
the action of the senate, the Governor 
served notice to this effect upon the 
former superintendent. 


The report of the committee appoint- 


ed to investigate the Department of 
Public Works was presented to the 
senate yesterday morning, and its 
consideration was laid over until the 
afternoon session at the request of 
members of the minority party. When 
it came up there was a full senate to 
listen to the arguments which might be 
made upon the question. As soon as 
the president of the body called up the 
report Senator McCandless moved that 
it be accepted. The report bears with 
ft the approval of the course of the 
Governor and advice to him to remove 
the official. 


Senator Kalauokalani arose at once 


and moved that the report be laid on 
the table, and its consideration be de- 
ferred until the meeting of the senate 
in regular session in the spring. Achi 
raised the point that the motion was 
out of order because of its composite 
character, and it was renewed by the 
Home Rule leader in form deferring 
the consideration of the resolution 
until the term of 1903. 
Nakapaahu 


seconded and, without debate, the mo- 
tion was lost, there being only the five 
Home Rule votes for postponing, while 
the Democratic member voted with the 
Republicans, making eight. 


The motion then came up on the 


proposal to adopt the report of the 
committee, and this carried, 8 to 4, 
Kaohi not voting with his fellow Home 
Rulers. The secretary was then in- 
structed to notify the Governor of the 
action of the senate, and the Boyd in- 
cident was closed.

SUGAR ADVANCES, 


OUTLOOK BRIGHT 


Crop Conditions for Year 
Now Opening 


Point to Good Prices for 


Product. 


The issuance of certificates of Hawai- 


ian birth to Chinese was a matter un- 
dertaken by the Secretary upon the .re- 
quest of the Chinese of the city, and 
is carried on under permission of the 
Federal government. Secretary Cooper 
laid the case before Washington some 
time ago, ana asked for instructions. 
He was told that there was ho provision 
of law for the action but if he deemed 
it wise to undertake the giving of cer- 
tificates of local birth he could do BO. 
The national government 
would not 


undertake to furnish records or to out- 
fit the local office with blanks for the 
purpose, and in fact to put H mildly 
wanted to have nothing to do with the 
matter. The Secretary was given per- 
mission to do what he pleased In the 
premises. 
This put the matter up to the Chi- 


nese themselves, and after conferences, 
according to. the story which is told, the j 
Chinese proposed that they be given the' 
certificates on the payment of a fee of 
$1 for each, which sum it was,estimated 
would pay for the printing and service. 
With this understanding clear between 
the Chinese and the Secretary, Mr. 
Cooper advanced a sum, several hun- 
dred dollars in amount, for records, 
books and proper certificates and has 
for more than two years given the cer- 
tificates of Hawaiian birth to those to j 
whom they could legally issue. Alto- 
gether the certificates have gone to less 
than 1,000 Chinese children. 


In addition to the amount invested in 


the records and books there is a charge 
for service, as £he clerks of the exec- 
utive department are not permitted to 
take up their time with this matter, 
which is outside of their ordinary duty, 
and in consequence they are paid fori 
the extra service. The fees meet these 
charges and the books show that there 
has been no very large sum collected 
even for that purpose. 


With these facts before them the Re- 


publican Senators have concluded that 
there would be only an idle waste of 
time in investigation, for the records of 
the Secretary are* open to any'official 
who wishes to inspect them, and con- 
sequently the Home Rule Senators do

The statistical position of sugar haa become very much better. In 


our circular of September 26 we stated that we expected the world's 
visible supply on October 1st, to be from 1,700,000 to 1,800,000 tons, but 
the actual figures show little over 1,600,000 tons. Starting with this 
quantity and adding the last estimate of the beet crop made by Mr. 
Licht, 5,850,000 tons, adding also 3,430,000 tons AS the cane production 
of sugar exporting countries and Louisiana, and taking 250,000 tons for 
United States beets, we have a grand total of 11,130,000 tons. From this 
we shall have to deduct that portion of the next Java crop that will 
be diverted elsewhere, or will not arrive in the United States or Europe 
until after October 1st next, say 350,000 tons. This will leave us with a 
supply of 10,780,000 tons for the sugar year, which be~gran October 1st, 
1902, and ends September 30th, 1903. That the current year's con- 
sumption will reach 10,000,000 tons is highly probable and if we deduct 
this from the 10,780,000 tons, we ar* left with estimated visible supplies, 
on October 1st, 1903, of only 780,000 tons. This In Itself should Insure 
fairly good prices for the whole of the current sugar year, unless the 
beet sowings of next spring should be so large as to influence the mar- 
ket unfavorably.

The cash was counted by Senator 


laenberg, and found correct, with the 
exception of the Chinese fund, in which 
amount a shortage of $17,949.91 was 
found, but covered by an I. O. U. sign- 
ed by W. H. Wright, and the books are 
kept in proper way; a copy of the state- 
ment of cash of the Treasury of the 
Territory of Hawaii, dated November 
24, 1902, is hereto attached and made 
a part hereof. 


We also found that the actions of 


the Auditor were the same as stated in 
the report of the committee relating to 
the Auditor's Department. 


In regard to the flight of Mr. W. H. 


Wright, the former Treasurer, we find 
that: 


On September 23d, 1902, Mr. Cooper 


had suspicions of'something wrong in 
the Treasury Department, and he 
(Cooper) at once notified the Governor 
and the Attorney General. On the aft- 
ernoon of the same day Mr. Wright 
confessed to Mr. H. E. Cooper, as Sec- 
retary of the Territory, of the short- 
age of the Chinese fund, which was 
under Mr. Wright's control at the- time;

Wright and his lawyer then promised 
to make the amount good' at 9 o'clock 
next day, September 24th. 


At 9 o'clock a. m., September 24th, 


Mr. Wright failed to come to the office. 
Mr. Cooper then at once tried to find; 
out if the Attorney General had done 
anything regarding Mr. Wright and 
finally notified the High Sheriff of the 
matter; the High Sheriff then at once 
did all in his power to prevent Mr. 
Wright from going away, but it was 
too late. 


From the above statement, your com- 


mittee cannot place the responsibility 
of W. H. Wright's flight on the Secre- 
tary of the Territory if there is any re- 
sponsibility in the matter, it may be on 
the Attorney General's 
Department; 


but, the Attorney General is away at 
this thne and your crfthmlttee is unable 
•Etv get his evidence, so we are not pre- 
pafed to state who is liable for W. H% 
Wright's flight 


Adcording to the statement of Mr. 


H. E, Cooper, the average of the money 
in the Treasury Department from the 
beginning of the period was $300,000 00, 
the only employee in the Treasury De- 
partment who gives bond is the Regis- 
trar of Accounts, his bond_being $20,000;

Lumber for Philippines. 


SEATTLE, Nov. 17.—Bids for 
the 


transportation of 2,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber to the Philippines were opened to- 
day, and but three offers were received. 
The figures of the two steamships are 
the same, but strange to say, the bid 
for carrying the lumber on schooners is 
higher, notwithstanding the fact that

The Transit at Fort Townsend. 


PORT TOWNSEND, Nov. 16.—The 


first tidings of disaster caused by the 
recent southeast and southwest gales 
along the Washington

Columbia coast are brought by Captain 
Paulsen, of the four-masted schooner 
Transit, which reached port Saturday 
evening after a fair passage of sixteen 
days from Hilo. Evidence that some
